Sir Sandford was the father of tha 
Pacific cable, and as far back a# 1979 
he submitted a scheme to the Canadian 
government for a cable from this coast 
which would bring Australasia. India 
and South Africa Into unbroken com¬ 
munication with the motherland by an 
"all-rad" route. For years he wrote 
and spoke In advocacy of this scheme, 
and eventually had the satisfaction of 
seeing tha present cable laid from 
Banfield. on the west coast, to Auck¬ 
land and Sydney. Since about tha 
same time he advocated the 24-day 
system of reckoning time, which rail¬ 
ways have since adopted, and the es¬ 
tablishment of prime and principal 
meridians. In the work of Quesn’a 
University. Kingston. Sir Sandford al¬ 
ways took a keen Interest, and In 1999 
waa sleeted chancellor, which position 
».# held up to the time of his death. He 
gave largely of hla means to the uni¬ 
versity. and as some acknowledgment 
of Its debt of gratitude the university 
named Its new engineering building 
after him. 

The honor# of which Str Sandford 
was the recipient from Institutions of 
learning and scientific research, were In¬ 
numerable He was created a C. M. Q. 
In 1IT7 and promoted to be a knight 
commander 20 years later on the oc¬ 
casion of the sixtieth anniversary of 
tha queen's accession. He was on 
several occasions received l?y her ma¬ 
jesty and later by King Edward and 
the present king. He wa# one of the 
first to suggest colonial conference* 
and always wa# an ardent Imperialist. 
He was not a party man In any sense 
For 29 years he waa a director of the 
Hudson’# Bay Co. 

sir Sandford married. In 11*6. a 
daughter of the late Sheriff Hall, of 
Peter boro. She died In 1«M. For 49 
years pa«t he had made his home at 
Wintertime. a lovely old residence In 
Ottawa, where he lived surrounded by 
bis books. He was himself a writer of 
books ami paper# on professional sub¬ 
jects. All his life he was A sincere and 
devoted member of the Presbyterian 
church.
